Life Savers Had 
a Roberts Receives 
Fierce Battle 


Three Masted Schooner Went to 
Pieces—Crew Ventured Out in 
a Small Boat and Were Taken 
Ashore by Life Savers

ORLEANS, M ass., Jan. 3.—The N ail­ 
set hie waving 
exew had

fiercest battles in their experience with 
the ■elements in trying 
reach the 
three-m asted schooner Lily of W indsor 
N. S., which went ashore on the bar 
here this m orning, and although they 
were unable to launch their boat to go 
to the assistan ce of the im perilled crew 
the sailors of the schooner finding their 
v essel going to pieces, took chances in 
their own boat and were driven ashore 
by the breakers, where th ey were res­ 
cued by the life savers. 
The vessel, 
w hich w as loaded w ith coal, and bound 
for St. John, w ill be a total loss. The 
crew Included nine men, besides ("’apt. 
R 
S. Kerr. 
The vessel w as .sighted at daybreak 
Hying the Union Jack from the main 
rigging. 
A northeast gale w hich had 
been a blizzard during the night, was 
blowing and trem endous seas pounded 
the shore. 
W hile it w as apparently 
useless to attem pt 
to launch 
a boat. 
Clapt. Rearsi 
summoned his men and 
the. life boat w as 
soon on the shore 
Through 
m arine glasses 
it could be 
seen that the schooner’s crew,' w as in 
the r ic in g and that the vessel each 
moment w as becoming more and more 
helpless from 
the 
quantities of ice 
w hich formed as the w aves broke over 
her.

ling for haste and another attem pt was 
made to launch the life boat. 
This 
failed, as did several others winch fol­ 
lowed. 
W hile the men were engaged in their 
vain effort to get out their boat, pieces 
ol 
w reckage began to com e 
ashore 
show ing that th*- schooner was going 
to pieces. 
At length it w as seen that the men 
on tim schooner were trying to launch 
a boat. 
It seem ed certain death for 
them to attem pt to reach land in such 
a sea. 
it w as plain to those on shore, 
how ever, that it w as their only hope 
as the vessel w as rapidly breaking up. 
They succeeded in getting their boat 
free and for a few m om ents they were 
tossed and whirled about by the waves; 
gradually they neared the shore,

| the life saving crew then put forth its 
best endeavors to save the exhausted 
I men, and in this they w ere successful,

Three Masted Schooner Went to 
«*• 
Pieces—Crew Ventured Out in 
a Small Boat and Were Taken 
Ashore by Life Savers

ORLEANS, Mass., Jan. 3.-T ho Nail­ 
set life saving crew had 
one of 
the 
fiercest battles in their experience with 
the elements in trying to reach the 
three-m asted schooner Lilyof Wit Isor 
N.8., which went ashore on the bar 
here 'this morning, and although they 
were unable to launch their boat to go 
•to the assistance of the imperilled crew 
the sailors of the schooner finding their 
vessel going to pieces, took chances in 
their own boat and were driven ashore 
by the breakers, where they were res­ 
cued by the life savers. 
The vessel, 
which was loaded with coal, and bound 
for St. John, will be a total loss. The 
crew included nine men, besides Capt. 
JR. S. Kerr. 
The vessel was sighted at daybreak 
flying the Union Jack from the main 
rigging. A northeast gale which had 
been a blizzard during the night, was 
blowing and tremendous seas pounded 
the shore. 
While it was apparently 
useless to attem pt 
to launch 
a boat. 
('apt. Rears*- summoned his men and 
the. life boat was 
soon on the shore 
Through 
marine g l a s s e s 
it could be 
seen that the schooner’s crew was in

"Bleotrkian H opewell o f Cum brid pre In 
b is report to the city council h a s re- 
mewed his recom m end ation of previous 
y«ui« for m unicipal conduits. 
H e re ­ 
cites the efforts In past years to secure 
p ro p e r legislation for this purpose. The 
intention is to halve m unicipalities tak e 
ch arg e of the conduits th ro u g h their 
public th o ro u g h fa re s so us to prevent 
th e pre-em ption of the stree ts by large 
corporations which m ay construct 
the 
co n d u its undor a p e n u lt or an order to 
p u t their w ires underground. 
I t should be plain to everybody th a t 
th is is a m a tte r of great im portance to 
m unicipalities but one th at will be vig­ 
orously opposed by th e corporations in ­ 
terested. 
A t present th e city of Lowell h a s or­ 
dered several com panies to put wires 
underg rou n d and they do so, each In­ 
dependent of th e other. 
The telephone 
com pany w a n ts a 
conduit 
for 
Its 
-wires. W e stern Union T elegraph com ­ 
p a n y w a n ts ano ther, the P ostal com ­ 
p a n y will need one also, and bo on, so 
th a t in th© course of tim e th e stre ets 
will all be underm ined w ith these con­ 
d uits. If in addition to these we co n ­ 
sider th e sew ers, th e w a te r and gas 
m ains, the police an d fire ala rm sy s­ 
tem of wires, the confusion

The school board refused to listen to 
Miss Hough’s story and she was dism iss­ 
ed. 
She at once brought suit for $ ‘C0) 
for slanderous words which she claimed 
the school board had uttered in regard to 


her.

So sh e matte 6 straight 
lines to the ciphers arid w hen she fin­ 
ished it read, ‘Good God, do g o ’.”

that sh e m ade the riddle read 
"Go, 
dog, do go."

pelled her to adm it th at w hen she w as 
only 14 years old she confessed to Capt.

Aliss Hough defiantly declared that 
this w as trite, but th a t she had m ade 
restitution of them oney.

M iss H ough ’s adm issions about lier 
past created a big sensation 
She has 
been the object of much sym pathy, and 
m any have believed that she w as the 
victim o f persecution. 
She has laid all her trouble

fact that she whipped the daughter of 
Sereno Cooke, one of the m ebers of the 
school board. 
H er troubles have been 
tile cause of the biggest sensation on 
record in the little village of Ham den, 
and it is said that m ore sensations are 
yet to com e. 
M iss H ough claim s th at the m em bers 
o f the board accused her of m isdeeds 
of which she is innocent, and that this 
as prevented her from g ettin g another 
position as a teacher.
